.  EXODUS   xiv,  13. 
Stand plly  andpe  the  SahMim  ofthehid^Ty 

H  E  Exiftence  of  an  ab/olutely  perfeSi- 
Beings  which  we  call  the  Deity, 
unavoidably  infers  his  ahfolutely perfeSt 
providence^  exactly  anfwerable  to  the 
abfolute  Perfedtion  of  his  Nature. 
For  as  his  Vnderjiand'mg  is  abfolutely 
perfc(St,  it  muft  needs  eternally  have 
feen  all  Things  pofTible  to  be  and 
come  to  pafs,  both  by  his  Influence 
and  Permiilion  :  'And  as  out  of  all 
thefe  PoflTibilities,  his  abfolutely  perfe6t  Wifdom  muft  needs 
fele<St  Thofe  to  come  into  Exiftence  which  are  fitteft  -  (  all 
Things  perfectly  confidercd  )  to  be  effedt^d  and  permitted ; 
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the  fame  Wifdom  will  eternally  dire£l  him,  both  in  creating,, 
fupportingf^ver-rulmg  and  permitting,  in  a  perfedt  Correct 
fpondcncc  with  his  ahlolutely  pcrfe<a  Forefight. 

If  any  objea.  That  this  infers  Fatothy  ;  I  think  'tis  -plaiii 
that  this  can  be  no  other  Kind  of  Fatality  than  there  is  and 
muft  be,  if  you  will  give  it  fuch  a  Name,  in  the  very  Nature 
of  God  himfelf:  Or  that  'tis  abfolutely  neceflary  that  God 
be  abfolutely  wife  ;  and  therefg»e  abfolutely  neceflary  that  he 
ever  wills^  permits  and  a5fs  moft  wifely,  wherever  there  is 
any  Room  for  Wifdom  to  be  exercifed. 

Not  that  this  abfolutely  perfe(5l  Wifdom  muft  confine  him 
to  one  iVay  of  acting  or  permitting  ;  For  it  may,  perhaps, 
Uire^  htm  to  all  pojjibk  Varieties^  at  fome  Time  or  other, 
not  improper,  or  hot  inconiiftent  with  his  moral  Excellencies, 
And  as  the  Varieties  feem  to  be  infinite,  they  may  go  on  to 
Eternity. 

Anfwerable  therefore  to  his  abfolute  Wifdom,  almighty 
Power  and  univerfal  Prefence,  mufl:  be  his  univerfal,  wife  and 
perfe<Sl  Providence,  He  muft  ever  will  and  ad,  order  and 
permit  agreable  to  his  wifeft  Profpe£b. 

There  is  not  an  AtDm  in  the  Unrverfe^  but  his  abfolute 
Wifdom  dire<Sled  him  to  make  it,  and  his  Almighty  Power 
pcoduxied.it  with  rixe  wifeft  Views  and  Purpofes  ;  and  for  all 
its  Trains  of  Situations,  Influence  and  Ufes,  throughout  the 
IVipd  of  it's  Exiftence,  or  fo  long  as  he  fees  fit  to  give  it  Bfe- 
ing^  Asa  clear  and  undoubted  In/lance  of  this  univerfal  De- 
ity's taking  conftantCare  even  of  every  Jtom  ;  the  fagacious 
Enquirers  into  his  Works  of  Nature,  find  Aitracfim  is  uni- 
verfaUy  annex'd  to  Matter  ;  and  there  is- not  an  Jtom  in  this 
Earthy  Sea  ox  Jir^  but  has  a  conftant  Iffftuence  even  on  every 
Mom  of  the  Moon  and^a;?-;  th6'  the  Sm  is  found  to  be  near 
a  Million  Times  bigger  than  our  Earth  ;  nor  an  Atom  in  the 
Sm^  but  has  a  conftant  Influence  on  every  Atom  of  our  Earthy 
^ffl.and  Air^  and  .even  of  all  the;  Planeis  and  Satellits  wheeling 
TQund  that  great  and  illuftrious  Body  :  And  by  thefe  mutual 
Influences  continiiaily  derived  from  their  univerfal  Caufe  and 
Agentj  he  continualJy  rules  thefc  lower  Worlds,  and  is  con* 
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ftantly  producing  innumerable  Varieties  and  Alterations  in 
them.  Yea,  (hould  we  perfectly  purfue  their  Trains  of  In- 
fluence from  the  Creation  j  we  Ihould  dcsubtlefs  fee,  there  is 
not  a  fingle  Aim  in  the  Univerfe,  in  thefe  lower  Worlds 
ieart,  but  has  had  its  Influence  more  or  lefs  according  to  it's 
Utrtance,  even  on  every  Event  among  them. 

But  I  muft  now  forbear  to  penetrate  any  deeper  in  thefe 
cndlffs  Contemplations.    Thus  much  I  tho't  convenient,-- 
,  to  lead  you  into  fome  clear  &  enlarged  Views  of  the  unlverfal 
Providence  oi  God ^  2^Vid  ^xzii^  fome  fuitable  Adorations  of 
him— 

I  now  go  on  to  obferve.  That  as  this  wife  and  almighty  A- 
gent  muft  forever  till  the  whole  Creation  ;  fo  by  his  abfolute 
Power  and  Wifdem  in  eternal  Harmony,  he  muft  forever 
over-rule  even  every  Iota  in  it  in  the  wifcft  Manner.  In  hit? 
over- ruling  them,  he  is  always  exercifing  his  Perfedtions  : 
And  no  doubt  is  either  conftantly  difplaying  them  to  fome  of 
his  attentiveCreatures,  either  vifible  or  invifible,  whom  he  has 
made  intelligent  for  this  among  other  Ends,  that ,  they  might 
be  happy  in  feeing  them  ;  or  at  Icaft,  (  as  in  the  deeper 
JScencs )  {)e  with  a  perpetual  View  to  open  and  fhow  his 
Excellencies  in  his  Operations,  to  the  greater  Surprize,  Ad- 
miration, Joy  and  Hiippinefs  both  of  Men  and  Angels,  at  the 
moft  proper  Periods,  or  when  they  are  prepared  for  the  clear 
Difcoyery.    And,<}iu^  hi&  will  douklefs  do  to  Eternity. 

^  Jcox  Goo  is  ever  working  ;  new  Aly/leries  will  be  ever 
fcrmi£jg  and  opening.  Yea,  ic  feems  as  if  a  great  Part  of  the 
HappineTs  of  the  Saints  and  Angels  in  the  Heavenly  World  co«- 
fifts  in  viewing  fucceffive  and  continual  Scenes  of  providen- 
.ti^l  Myfteries  and  Rcvelationjs :  --r-a  moft  agr^able  Mixture  o^ 
myfterious  Scenes  before  them,  to  thow  tiicm  the  amazing; 
Reach  of  Go  d  beyond  them,  and  raife  their  Adorations  j  an<i 
then  their  furprizingOpenings,to  raife  their  delightful  Wonders 
and  excite  their  Praifes.  Thus  all  the  Hofts  of  Heaven  ap- 
pear perpetually  entertained,  as  defcribed  in  the  Apocalyps  : 
The  Seah^  are  continually  opening  to  the  Living  Creatures, 
Angels,  Kldcrs  and  Saints  encircling  the  Throne  of  the  Son 
of  God  in  that  upper  Wgrld  of  Revelations. 

Yea, 
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Yea,  in  ihu  lower JVorld^  in  it's  prefentState,  among  myftc- 
ribus  Clouds  and  Darknefs,  we  have  often  partial  Glympfes 
of  the  fovereign  Wifdom  and  Power  of  God  in  his  Works  of 
•Providence.  And  fcarce  in  any  thing  more  are  thofe  Perfec- 
tions feen,  than  in  the  wonderful  Salvations  he  gives  his 
People.  7heir  Salvation  is  every  wl  ere  by  the  infpired  Wri- 
ters afcribed  to  him.  hs  Ifaiah  obferves,  Chap,  xxviii.  29. 
T^(?  Lord  of  Hojls  is  wonderful  in  Counfel^  and  excellent  in 
ivorking  \  fo  Afaph  in  behalf  of  Ifracl^  defcribes  him  in  Pfal. 
Jxxiv,  12.  God  li  thy  King  of  old^  working  Salvation  in  the 
midji  of  the  E<irth.  yonah  on  his  great  Deliverance,  or  in-  the 
Profpe6l  of  it,  fings.  Chap.  ii.  9.  Salvation  is  of  the  Lord. 
Davids  in  Pfal.  iii.  8.  Salvation  belongeth  unto  the  Lokd  ;  and 
in  Pfal.  Ixviii.  20.  Me  that  is  our  GoD,  is  the  God  of  Salva- 
tion, Jeremiah  f^ys,  in  Chap.-  iii.  23.  Truly^  in  vain  is  Salva- 
tion- hoped  for  from  the  Hills  and  from  the  Multitudes  of  Moun- 
laim\  Truly  in  /^^  Lord  our  God  is  the  Salvation  of  IfraeU 
And  in  divers  other  Places  of  the  infpired  Scripture,  is  He 
exprefly  ftyled  by  his  People,  The  God  of  their  Salvation, 
To  him,  in  Times- of  Trouble  and  Danger,  they  look  and 
cry  ;  and  uport'their  Deliverance,  afcribe  the  Praife. 

Salvation  is  foraetimes  in  Scripture  ufed  in  \\\e  largeji  Senfe  : 
As  comprehending  both  Prefervation  and  Deliverance  from 
all  Kinds  of  Evil,  both  of  Sin,  Diforder  and  Trouble,  both 
felt  and  threatening,  in  the  f*r^/^«f  State,and  Prefervation  from 
every  Evil  in  the  Future-^  ;  together  with  the  Bcftowment 
of  all  Kinds  of  Good  contrary  to  thofe  Evils  ;  and  all  This 
forever.  But  the  Salvation  in  the  Text  is  meant  of  Preferva- 
tion from  a  threatening  Hoji  pf  humane,  powerful  and  de- 
ftroying  Enemies, 

And  as  the  foVereign  Gor>,  i^  Times  of  his  People's  Dan- 
ger from  them,  is  to  be  eyed  as  having  all  the  Parts  and 
Powers  of  Nature  in  his  Hands,  both  angelical,  humane  and 
elementary,  and  ufing  each  according  to  his  perfeft  Wifdom 
and  fovereign  Pleafure  ;  he  has  thcfe  Two  Ways  in  general, 
of  working  out  Salvation  for  them — 

I.  By  exciting,  guiding  and  ftrengthening  them /«  their 
XI fe  of  proper  Meam  for  their  Deliverance,  aad  crowning  their 
-f  J     ^  Endeavours 
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Endeavours  with  Succefs.  And  then  their  Bufmefs  is  to  c^ett 
themfelves  both  in  turning  and  praying  to  him,  contriving, 
fortifying,  fighting,  and  trufting  in  him,  all  together  :  And 
when  delivered, to  afcribe  to  him  the  Glory,  for  ftrengthcnin^, 
guiding  and  fucceeding  them. 

2.  When  proper  Means  cannot  be  had^  or  are  utterly  infuffir 
cient,  either  thro*  the  vaftly  fuperiour  Power  and  Skill  of  the 
Enemies,  or  thro'  their  quick  or  unexpeded  Onfets  ;  then  he 
fometimes  works  Salvation  for  them  by  other  Means,  either 
Jngels,  Men  or  Elements  ;  and  this  in  fo  remarkable  a  Way, 
as  clearly  to  fliow  his  providential  Care,  Power  and  Wifdom  : 
So  that  while  it  was  out  of  their  Skill  and  Povi^er  to  defend 
themfelves,  they  cou'd  onXy  Jiand  Jiill  and  fee  the  faving  Hand 
and  Work  of  Gob.  And  then  it  is  their  Duty,  both  to  turn 
and  cry  to  him,  hope  in  him,  attentively  obferve  the  Traces 
of  his  Power  and  Wifdom  in  working  their  Deliverance  ; 
and  then  to  rife  in  refpedful  Wonder,  Gratitude,  and  gratefull 
Acknowledgments  and  Praifes. 

And  as  this  latter  was  the  Way  of  his  working  out  Salvation 
for  his  ancient  People  intended  in  the  Text  ;  in  fuch  a  Way  he 
has  alfo  wrought  both  for  them  and  others,  in  after  Ages,  and 
even  gives  Inftances  thereof  in  the  prefent  Day, 

It  is  true  indeed  the  Salvation  there  accomplilhed  was  pro- 
perly miraculous* 

For  the  Tribes  of  Ifrael  had  march'd  from  Gofhen  in  the 
Land  of  Egypt  to  the  fouthweftern  Shoar  of  the  Red  Sea  ;  and 
this  lay  between  them  and  the  IVildernefs,,  as  the  Wilderncfs 
lay  between  that  Sea  and  the  Land  of  Canaan.  And  when 
they  came  to  the  Sea,  they  lift  up  their  Eyes  and  faw  the  E- 
gypiian  Army  marching  after  them  :  at  which  they  were  fore 
afraid,  cried  out  to  the  Lord,  and  complained  to  Mofes  for 
leading  them  into  fo  extream  a  Danger.  But  Mofes  faid  to 
the  People—"  Fear  ye  not  !  Stand  Jiill  and  fee  the  Salvation 

of  the  Lord,  which  he  will  fhew  you  to  Day  !  The 

Lord  (hall  fight  for  you,  and  ye  (hall  hold  your  Peace  f  " 
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Up©n  this,  the  fupernatural  Power  of  God,  tho'  working 
partly  by  a  Jirong  Eaji  Wind^  opens  a  VVay  thro'  the  Sea  be- 
fore them,  and  makes  the  Bottom  emirely  dry  :  The  Tribes 
of  Ifrael  go  into  the  midft  of  the  Sea  :  And  tho'  it  is  Night 
and  a  Pillar  of  Fire  moving  onwards  over  them,  yet  the  Hoft 
of  Pharaoh  ventures  after  them.  But  as  foon  as  the  Ifraelites 
are  all  advanced  to  the  oppofite  Shoar,  the  Lord  withdraws 
his  fupernatural  Influence  and  works  again  in  his  natural 
Way,  returns  the  Sea  to  it's  ufual  Strength  :  And  the  E- 
gyptians  fly,  but  all  in  vain  ;  the  Sea  returns  and  drowns  them. 
And  thus  'tis  faid — >The  Lord  overthrew  them  in  the  midji  of 
the  Sea  :  And,  Thus  the  Lord  faved  Ifrael  that  Day  out  of  the 
Hand  of  the  Egyptians;  and  Ifrael  faw  that  great  Work  vjhich 
the  Lord  did  upon  the  Egyptians  ;  and  the  People  feared  the 
Lord,  and  believed  the  Lord  and  his  Servant  Mofes. 

But  tho'  that  Salvation  of  GoD  was  properly  miraculous, 
and  fo  were  divers  others  wrought  for  that  peculiar  People  in 
ancient  Times,  in  order  to  confirm  the  Scripture  Revelation, 
then  a  forming  :  Yet  as  in  all  Ages  fince  their  national  Rejec- 
tion, God  has  had,  in  fome  -Count rey  or  other,  a  peculiar 
People  owning  his  Revelation  and  their  covenant  Engagement 
to  him  ;  fo  he  has  fometimcs  brought  them  into  the  moft 
threatning  Dangers,  to  humble  them  for  their  Sins,  awaken 
them  to  Repentance,  make  them  fenfible  of  their  Dependance 
oh  him,  excite  their  Cries  to  him  and  Hope  and  Truft  in  him  ; 
and  fo  preparing  them  to  fee  the  neceflary  and'  clear  Difplays 
of  his  Mercy,  Power  and  Wifdom  in  working  their  Delive- 
rance ;  — Then  he  has  made  them  fland  fill  and  fee'  it  'with 
Wonder  ':  He  has  in  fuch  a  Way  wrought  it  by  his  wife  and 
fovereign  Influence  both  on  the  Minds  of  Men  and  elementary 
Subftancfes,as  clearly  to  fhow  to  due  Obfervers,  that  theirS^I-^ 
vatian  was  of  his  contriving,  ordering  and  cfFedling,  fome-' 
times  wholly  above,  and  fome  times  wholly  without  their 
Power  and  Policy. 

And  this  brings  us  to  apply  the  Text  in  our  confidering  the' 
wonderful  Salvations  God  has  wrought  for  the  whole  Briiijh^ 
Einpire  with  hex  J  Hies  in  general,  and  for  thefe  her  Northern 
Colonies  in  fpecial,  in  the  Tear  pa  (I ;  i.  e.  I  mean  fince  our 
Anniiierfary  lhanhfgiving  on  th€  ^th  ©f  iaft  December^  and  the 

Intelligence 
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Intelligence  then  and  fince  received.  But  as  I  have  publifhed 
i2^;w^7r/^;  on  the  great,  the  comprehenfive  and  the^iappy  Sal- 
vation God  v^^as  plcafed  to  give  us  in  the  Vi^iory  of  Culloden ; 
on  which  all  our  civil  and  religious  Liberties,  our  Privileges, 
Properties  and  the  Lives  of  Multitudes  feemed  under  GoD 
to  be  depending  ;  I  may  but  juft  mention  it,  and  refer  you  to 
them. 

And  that  vtre  may  fmg  his  Praifes  with  Vnderjlanding^  I  pro- 
pofe  to  rank  our  Obfervations  under  thefe  three  general 
Heads— 

1.  The  danger om  Enemies  we  have  been  concerned  with. 

2.  The  dangerous  Circumjiances  we  were  in  a  Tear  ago  and 
fmce, 

3.  The  wonderful  Salvations  God  has  wrought  for  us, 
while  we  in  America  efpecially  have  ftaod Jlilland  Jeenthem, 

I.  The  dangerous  Enemies  we  have  been  concerned  with. 

For  they  have  fuch  a  Connection  with  our  dangerous  Circum" 
fiances^  that  without  a  due  Confideration  of  thofe  our  Enemies^ 
we  cannot  duely  fee  the  Greatnefs  of  our  Salvation  from 
them. 

Now  our  Dangers  chiefl|^  rofe  from  the  vaft  Increafe  of 
Empire,  Power  and  Influence  in  the  popifh,  cruel,  ambitious, 
reftlefs  of  Bourbon, 

This  Houfe  firft  came  to  the  Throne  of  Francehy  the  Help 
of  the  Protejiants  in  1589,  in  the  Perfon  of  Henry  IV  :  Who 
being  flab'd  to  Death  by  a  popifh  Prieft  in  1610  ;  his  Son 
X^w/^XIII,  who  lived  to  1643  ;  his  Son  Lewis  XIV,  who 
lived  to  1715  ;  and  his  immediateSucceflbr  tho*  great  Grand- 
Son  Lewis  XV,  the  prefent  King,  have  been  the  main  Sup- 
porters of  the  Papal  Empire,  and  the  Scourge  of  Europe  and 
America^  yea  of  their  own  Subjects,  for  above  thefe  Hundred 
andThirtyTears,  From  their  wickedThirft  of  arbitrary  Power, 
they  have  by  Wars,  Blood  and  Treachery,  abolifhed  the  an- 
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cient  Liberti.es  of  France^  and- made  their  Subje£ls,  both  com- 
mon People  and  Nobles  Slaves.  From  their  cruel  Hatred  of 
the  reform'd  Religion,  they  have  deflroy'd  above  Two  Thou- 
/and  Proteftant  Churches  in  that  Kingdom  j  banifhed  their 
Minifters  ;  imprifoned,  tortured,  butchered  and  ruined  above 
a  Million  of  their  People.  ^  And  from  their  reftlefs  Eagernefs 
to  gain  the  Monarchy  of  Europe^  they  have,  by  unprovoked 
War;',  Battles,  Seiges  and  mortal  SicknefTes  occafioned  there- 
by, facrificed  Millions  of  their  own  Subjedls  and  of  their 
Neighbours  round  about  them.  They  never  made  a  Treaty 
without  perfidious  Violation  in  the  fitteft  Time  for  their  Ad- 
vantage :  They  never  made  a  War  without  fallacious  and  un- 
juft  Pretences  :  and  they  never  made  a  Peace ^  wilhout  Ad- 
ditions to  their  Power  and  Empire. 

About  1633,  Lewis  XIIT,  began  a  War  on  Lorrain^  Ger^ 
many^  Spain  and  the  Netherlands^  and  took  divers  Places  from 
them  all.  ,  ,      ,  . 

In  1^4^^- ' the  Treaty  of  Munjler^  and  the  fourteen 
Tears- before,  Lewis  XIV,  added  three  Biihopricks  in 
Lorrain,  and  all  Alface  in  Germany  to  his  Dominions.  In 
1659,  by  the  Fyrenian  Treaty,  and  the  twenty  Jive  Tears  War 
precceding,  he  added,  both  from  Spain,  the  Counties  of  Rou- 
fillon  and  Conflam  ;  and  from  the  Netherlands^  tioenty  fix 
fortifiedPlaces.  In  1662,  he  purchafed  of  ouxK^m^Charles  II, 
Mardyke  and  Dunkirk^  with  the  Forts  round  them  ;  and  in 
-1667,  Nova  Scotia  \  to  the  infinite  Injury  of  the  Britijh  Na- 
tions. The  fame  Tear,  he  invades  the  Netherlands  :  And  the 
next  Tear ^hy  the  Treaty  of  Aix  le  ^hapelle,  adds  twelve  ftrong 
Places  more.  In  1672,  he  breaks  into  the  Netherlands  cL^rain^ 
and  then  into  Germany  :  and  in  1678,  by  the  Treaty  of  Ni- 
miguen^  he  adds  the  County  of  Burgundy  towzrds  Germany^znd. 
Jixie^n  P\ices  more  ]n  the  Netherlands.  In  16S9,  befalls  on 
Germany  2ind  the  Netherlands  zgam  :  And  in  1697,  by  the 
Treaty  of  Refwick^  he  farther  adds  out  of  Germany^  Strajburg^ 
a  great,  free,  proteftant  and  wealthy  City,  with  another  Cily 
and  three  more  fortified  Places  3  and  out  of  the  Netherlands^ 
Eighty  two  Towns  more. 

Yet 
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Yet  not  contented  with  all  thefe  Encroachments,  he  in 
J  700,  contrary  to  the  moft  folemn  Oaths  and  Renunciations, 
fcized  the  vjhole  SpaniJI)  Monarchy^  fettiqg  his  fecoiid  Grand/on^ 
the  Duke  of  Anjou  on  the  Throne  thereof.  And  tho'  King 
IVilliam  wifely  formed  a  grand  Alliance  a'gainft  this  growing 
Power,  and  Queen  Ann  proceeding  with  it  in  a  gloiious  Train 
of  Vidories  for  a  Courfe  of  ten  Years,  feemed  juft  to  be  on 
the  Point  of  recovering  from  the  Hcufe  c)f  Bourbon  to 
our  Ally  the  Houfe  of  Aujiria  \  yet  the  Friends  of  France  pre- 
vailing in  the  Court  of  Byitain  at  the  End  of  1710,  turned 
out  a  mcft  wife,  faithful  anc)  fuccefsful  MiniRry,  deferted  our 
own  Allies,  facrific'd  them  to  the  French  ;  and  by  the  Peace 

Utrecht  in  17 13,  confirmed  Spain^  with  her  Dominions  in 
America y  to  that  .fecond  Grandfon  of  the  lEJoufe  of  Bourbon, 

About  tiuenty  Tears  from  this,  during  her  prefent  King's 
Minority,  France  enjoyed  a  perfeft  Peace,  except  her  taking 
St.  Sebajltam  :  And  exceedingly  extending  her  Trade,  cut  off 
divers  Branches  of  ours,  and  grew  more  lich  and  pov/erful 
than  ever.  And  in  the  meanTime,  by  the  Mijfifippi  Scheme, 
the  French  Crown  clear M  itfelf  of  above  fifty  Millions  of 
Debts  :  While  by  Reafon  of  the  many  DifcfFeded  to  the 
proteftant  Succeffion  in  Great  Britain^  and  the  conllant  Bick- 
erings of  the  Court  of  Spain^  fo  many  Forces  were  obliged  to 
be  maintained  both  by  Land  and  Sea  ;  that  the  Debt  of  forty 
Millions  contra6ted  by  the  Wars  preceeding,  unhappily 
continued  on  the  Britifh  Nation, 

In  the  mean  while,  the  French  drove  us  from  St.  Lucee  in 
the  Weji  Indies  ;  exceedingly  fortified  Cape  Breton ;  almoft 
WormM  us  out  of  our  Fifhery  ;  fet  the  Indians  on  our  North 
American  Frontiers,  and  built  a Jirong  Fort  on  Crown  Pointy  of 
moft  mifchievous  Confequence,  on  our  End  of  tlie  Lake  near 
our  Borders,  and  even  within  our  own  Territories.  Yea, 
fpreading  round  all  o\xr  BriiifJj  Colonies^  from  Cape  Breton^  St, 
John's  and  Aniicojle  Iflands  in  the  Bay  of  St.  Lawrence  up  to 
the  Heads  of  that  River  in  the  Lakes  above,  and  thence  to 
Mijftfippi  River  down  to  the  Mouth  in  the  Bay  of  Mexico^ 
two  of  the  greateft  Rivers  in  Earth  :  Bringing  over  the  Indian 
Nations  to  their  Religion  and  Intereft,  and  extending  their 
Trade  among  them. 

In 
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In  1733,  the  three  Kings  of  France^  Bpah  and  Sardinia^ 
having  a  Mind  to  divide  feme  of  the  Dominions  of  the  Em- 
peror Charles  VI,  Father  to  the  prefent  Queen  of  Hungary^ 
united  in  a  War  againft  him.  And  the  French  King  finding 
Ways  to  lull  the  neighbouring  Powers  afleep  ;  declaring  in 
his  Proclamation  of  War,  that  he  was  fully  contented  with  his 
krge  Dominions  and  defir'd  no  more,  only  afted  out  of  Re- 
fentment  againft  the  Emperor  for  contriving  to  hinder  his 
Father  in  Law  King  StaniJIaus  from  the  Throne  of  Poland'. 
By  this  Pretence  and  other  Means,  the  Emperor  had  none  to 
help  him,  lay  at  the  cruel  Mercy  of  the  Houfe  of  Bourbon  : 
And  in  two  Tears  War,  was  obliged  to  yield  to  the  King  of 
Sardhiia,  fome  Places  in  Italy  ;  to  Don  Carlos  the  King  of 
Spam's  fccond  Son,  the  Kingdoms  of  Naples  and  Sicily  ;  yea 
the  Emperor  was  forced  to  perfwade  his  Son  in  Law  the  yeung 
Duke  of  Lorrain  to  yield  t®  France  his  ancient  patrimonial 
Dutcjiies  of  Barr  and  Lorrain  on  her  eaftern  Borders,  in  Ex- 
change for  Tufcany  in  Italy  \  tho'  Don  Carlos  was  the  Heir 
thereto,  and  France  had  no  Pretence  either  to  Lorrain^  Barr 
or  Tufcany  :  And  all  thefe  Conceflions  the  Emperor  made,  on 
the  folemn  Engagement  of  the  French  King  to  guarantee  the 
Tragmatick  San^ion ;  which  was  a  fpecial  Eftablifhment, 
whereby  ,the  Emperor  fettled  aH  his  remaining  patrimonial 
Dominions  on  his  eldejl  Daughter  married  in  Feb.  1735,6  to 
the  faid  Duke  of  Lorrain, 

Alra/ft  ever  fince  King  George  I.  came  to  the  Crown  in 
1714,  that  Branch  of  the  Houic  0^  Bourbon  on  the  Throne  of 
Spainy  no  doubt  fecretly  encouraged  by  the  other  on  the 
Throne  of  France ,  has  been  continually  molefting  the  Britijb 
Nations.  Sometimes  by  open  War,  laying  Siege  to  Gibraltar^ 
and  forming  Expeditions  in  favour  of  the  Jacobites  In  Great 
Britain  :  Almoft  conftantly  at  other  Times,  by  feizing  our 
Trade  of  Logwood  at  the  Bays  of  Campeachy  and  Honduras^ 
our  Trade  of  Salt  at  Saltertudas,  of  fuch  great  Importance  to 
our  American  Meat  and  Fifhery  :  Breaking  in  upon  our  JJft- 
ento  and  South  Sea  Trade,  in  Oppofition  to  moft  folemn  Trea- 
ties ;  delaying  our  Ships,  exadling  arbitrary  Premiums,  and 
feizing  our  Stocks, Books  and  JFadors  :  While  they  have  been 
at  the  (lime  Time,  favouring  underhand  the  French^  in  trading 
to  the  South  Seas^  and  even  making  Settlements  there  to  their 
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vaft  Enrichment ;  as  alfo  in  fettling  with  them  the  more  com- 
modious Part  of ////^^zw/f/^?,  of  moft  thrcatning  Confequence 
in  Time  to  our  Trade  and  Ifland  of  Jamaica  :  Yea  we  cou'd 
hardly  fend  a  VefTel  to  or  from  our  own  IJlands  in  the  JVeJi 
Indies^  but  the  Spamjh  Guarde  la  Coajls  wou'd  feize  and  em- 
bezzei  them,  and  even  abufe  our  Sailori  in  a  barbarous  Man- 
ner. Which  after  near  twenty  Tears  unexampled  Patience^, 
obliged  us  in  1739  to  enter  into  a  War  with  them  to  recover' 
our  Rights  and  Safety. 

Upon  the  Death  of  the  aforefaid  Emperor  Charles  VI  in 
O5iober  1740,  his  faid  eldejl  Daughter  was  rightfully  declared 
Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia^  Archdutchefs  of  Aufiria^ 
fovereign  of  the  Aujhian  Netherlands^  and  of  all  the  other  He- 
reditary Domains  ofherFather.  ThtYLm^^  Great  Briiain^ 
France^  Poland^  Prujpa  and  the  Dutch  were  Guarrantees  to 
her  faid  Succeffion.  Among  the  reft  the  French  King  fcnt  to 
condole  her  Lofs,  congratulate  her  Succeffion,  and  aflure  her, 
he  wou'd  according  to  his  Engagements  ftand  by  and  main- 
tain her  in  it :  And  yet  in  three  or  four  Months  it  appeared, 
he  had  treacheroufly  engaged  the  Kings  of  Spain ^  Poland^ 
Prujfta  and  Ele6lor  of  Bavaria^  to  divide  a  great  Part  at  leaft 
of  her  Dominions  between  them  ;  the  French  King  pretending 
he  engaged  againft  her,  not  to  get  any  of  her  Dominions  for 
hinfifelf,  but  only  as  an  Auxiliary  to  the  EleSior  who  laid  Claim 
to  them,  and  whom  by  his  Influence  he  got  to  be  chofen 
Emperor, 

And  thus  all  thefe  Powers  moft  barbaroufly  fell  on  the 
Eftates  of  that  young  Lady  in  1741,  but  then  about  twenty 
four  Years  of  Age  :  In  a  few  Months  leized  her  Kingdom'  of 
Bohemia^  the  chief  Part  of  her  Province  of  Silefia^  with  other 
Places^  and  threatened  the  Rejf^  while  fhe  had  none  to  help 
her — 

— 'Till  King  George  with  the  Britijh  Nations^  touch'd 
with  her  Diftrefles,  refenting  the  Treachery  and  Bafenefs  of 
her  Enemies,  viewing  the  great  Danger  of  Europe^  knowing 
the  French  King  was  only  making  all  others  Tools  to  his  own 
Ambition  ;  and  confidering  the  Wife  and  juft  Engagement  of 
the  Britijh  Crown  to  maintain  her  PoffclTjon  of  the  Dominions 

of 
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of  the  Houfe  of  Auftrm^  of  abfolute  Neceflity  to  keep  all  Ew 
rope  from  being  enflaved  to  the  infatiable  Houfe  of  Bourbon 
arofe  for  her  Deliverance  5  and  refolvcd,  that  tho'  all  other 
States  and  Princes  fhould  prove  perfidious,  they  would  give  » 
glorious  Inftance  of  their  Fidelity  to  facred  Treaties,  as  well  as 
of  their  wife  Care  for  the  Safety  of  Europe^  and  generous 
Tendernefs  for  that  young? rincefs  (one  of  her  principalFriends) 
in  her  great  Diftreffes. 

In  Purfuance  of  this  —  they  both  fent  her  Troops  and  Mo- 
ney, and  bro't  the  King  of  Poland  as  Eledor  of  Saxony^  to 
help  her  in  Bohemia  and  Germany  ;  as  alfo  engaged  the  King 
of  Sardinia  to  help  her  in  Italy ^  fent  Monies  to  him,  and 
employed  their  Fleets  to  affift  him. 

Enrag'd  atThis,becaufe  our  King  is  faithful  to  the  very  En- 
gagement they  had  treacheroufly  broken,  the  French  King,  in 
the  Winter  of  1743,4,  fends  out  his  Fleet  in  Concert  with 
the  Spaniards  to  fall  upon  our's  near  Toulon  ;  another  power- 
ful Armament  to  invade  the  Kingdom,  and  place  a  popijb 
Pretender  on  the  Britijh  Throne  j  declares  War  againft  us  ; 
and  fends  forth  Multitudes  of  Privateers  to  deftroy  our  Trade 
and  take  ^ourTreafures  :  On  his  SouthEaJiern  Border  feizes  the 
Dutchy  of  Savoy,  the  hereditary  Country  of  the  King  of 
Sardinia  :  And  in  America  employs  l^p^th  his  Privateers  and 
barbarous  Indians  againft  us.         \\  ,fr\  j^^r^  -jtjy  <ji.- 

Yea,  to  confirm  the  League  and  Unity  with  Spain  ;  — ^  as 
he  had  in  1739,  married  his  eldeft  Daughter  to  the  King  of 
Spain* %  third  Son  Don  Philip  ;  fo  in  1744,  he  takes  2iDaughter 
of  that  King  as  Confort  to  his  eldeft  Son  theDauphin  ;  agrees 
to  ere£t  a  Kingdom  for  Don  Philip  out  of  the  Queen  of  ilun- 
gary's  Dominions  in  Italy,  and  draws  both  the  King  of  Sicily 
and  Naples  and  the  rich  Republick  of  Genoa  into  their  mer- 
cilefs  Alliance. 

But  the  Eledlor  of  Bavaria  dying  in  Jan,  1744,5,  to  whom 
the  French  King  pretended  to  be  only  an  Auxiliary  in  the  War  ; 
and  the  EleiStor's  Son  foon  coming  to  Peace  with  the  Queen  of 
Hungary,  and  quitting  all  Pretentions  to  her  Dominions  ;  the 
Frmh  King's  Alliance  ceafes,  and  the  War  with  her  ihould 

therefore 
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therefore  End.  But  now  he  is  forced  to  take  off  the  Malk 
and  (how  the  encroaching  Views  he  had  in  his  Heart  before. 
He  pretends  he  muft  be  paid  for  the  infinite  Expcnce  fhe  put 
him  to,  in  defending  herfelf ;  and  he  muft  make  it  out  of  her 
own  Dominions,  efpecially  her  Auftrian  ^Netherlands  which 
lie  handieft  to  him  :  i.  e.  He  muft  have  her  Netherlands  for 
his  perfidious  Breach  of  his  folemn  Engagements  to  keep  her 
in  the  PoflTelTion  of  them,  for  his  vaft  Expence  in  perfidioufly 
fighting  for  another  againft  her,  and  for  horridly  ravaging  a 
great  Part  of  her  other  Countries :  And  fo  without  the  leaft 
Provocation  of  her's,  only  provok'd  that  (he  defended  herfelf  ; 
he  with  a  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  Men  cruelly  falls  on  her 
Towns  and  Cities  in  the  Netherlands  on  his  north eaflernB order ^ 
and  carries  all  before  him.  At  the  fame  Time,  he  alfo  fends 
the  Young  Pretender  and  raifes  a  Rebellion  in  North  Britain, 

In  ftiort,  the  French  Nation  is  exceeding  numerous  and 
fruitful  :  The  Kingdom  of  France  is  the  largeft  Kingdom  in 
Europe^  and  full  of  People  :  They  are  induftrious,  adlive, 
fubtil,  reftlefs  :  Tho*  they  are  naturally  kind  and  civil  ;  yet 
they  are  by  a  vaft  Majority  Popifts^  and  the  popifh  Spirit 
makes  them  in  Affairs  of  Religion  cruel :  Witnefs  their  hor- 
rid Mafjhcres  of  the  Reformed  in  1572  ;  and  their  number- 
lefs  Barbarities  both  before  and  fince  1685,  when  Lewis  XIV" 
moft  perfidioufly  revoked  the  EdiSf  of  Nantz  which  contained 
their  Liberties.  All  the  People  and  Nobles  (except  the  popijh 
Clergy)  are  abfolute  Slaves  to  the  King,  who  obliges  them  to 
pay  him  what  Monies  he  wants,  makes  all  their  Laws,  and 
orders  them  as  he  pleafes :  And  fo  he  does  when  he  is  but  a 
Child,  by  a  Regent  or  chief  Minifter, 

On  fuch  Accounts  as  thefe,  France  is  the  moft  powerful 
and  dangerous  Kingdom  in  Europe.  And  her  Scituation  is 
fuch  near  the  midft —  having  Germany  and  Lorrain  on  the  E, 
the  Netherlands  on  the  N  E,  the  Briiijh  Sea  with  Great  Bri- 
tain and  Ireland  on  the  N,  the  Atlantick  Ocean  on  the  W, 
Spain  on  the  S  W,  the  Mediterranean  Sea  on  the  S,  and  Savoy 
and  Italy  on  the  S  E  ;  that  the  Countries  round  her  cannot 
unite  their  Forces  againft  her,  but  ftie  can  eafily  pour  out  all 
her  Force  on  each  as  fhe  pleafes.  Befides,  by  placing  one  of 
her  Sons  on  the  Throne  of  Spain,  (he  makes  the  Treafurcs  of

Mfxico^  Peru,  and  the  South  Seas^  and  the  Power  of  all  that 
Monarchy  fubfervient  to  her :  Efpecially  fince  the  King  of 
Spain  will  be  fure  take  Care  not  to  prejudice  the  French 
ap-ainfthim,  there  being  but  two  young  Per  fans  between  the 
Kinp  of  France  and  Spain  in  the  hereditary  Order  of  Succe/Ti- 
on  :  France  having  alfo  placed  one  of  her  Grandfons  and  next 
Brother  of  the  prefent  childlefs  King  of  Spain,  on  the  Throne 
Sicily  and  Naples,  has  added  further  to  her  Power  and  In- 
fluence :  And  for  the  Reafons  above,  the  Intereft  of  all  thefe 
ihree  Kings  muft  for  this  Generation  at  leaft,  be  inviolably 
united. 

By  all  this  we  fee,  the  turning  out  of  the  wife,  profperous, 
fteady  and  faithful  Britijh  Mini/try,  fo  bent  to  reduce  the 
Power  of  the  Houfe  of  Bourbon,  and  who  were  juft  on  the 
Point  of  accomplifhing  their  glorious  Schemes  in  17  lo  —  was 
the  unhappy  Source  of  the  Debts  and  Troubles  in  which  the 
Britifi  Nations,  as  well  as  Germany  and  the  Netherlands  have 
been  involved  fince,  and  of  the  End  of  which  there  yet  appears 
no  Profpedl, 

In  Sum,  our  dangerous  Enemies  were  Thefc  The  three 
Kings  of  the  Houfe  of  Bourbon  ;  the  i//  fettingon  the  Throne 
of  France  and  Navarre,  the  2d  on  the  Throne  of  Spain,  the 
3</  of  the  Kingdoms  of  Sicily  and  Naples,  moft  firmly  united 
in  one  Defignand  Intereft,  to  aggrandize  their  Houfe  and  ac- 
quire the  Countries  of  their  Neighbours  ;  having  drawn  the 
King  of  prtijjia  and  State  of  Genoa  to  their  Alliance,  with  the 
popijh  Highlanders  and  Jacobites  of  Scotland  forming  an  Army 
of  Ten  Thoufand',  on  one  Side  —  againft  King  George,  the 
Queen  of  Hungary,  the  King  of  Sardinia^  and  the  Ele<5tor  of 
^axony  on  the  other. 

And  this  brings  us  to  confider 

II.  The  dangerous  Circumftances^t  were  in  a  Year  ago  and 
fince  ;  that  we  may  thereby  fee  the  Greatnefs  of  that  Salvation 
God  has  given  us  from  them. 

And  we  may  orderly  review  them  under  thefe  two  general 

•Heads—- 

I.  As 
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1 .  As  they  were  in  Ewope^ 

2.  As  they  were  in  North  America, 

1  ]  We  may  briefly  review  the  dangerous  Circum/lances, 
in  which  our  Nations  and  Allies  were  involved  in  Europe, 
In  Particular— 

1.  On  the  foutheaftern  Border  of  France,  the  French  were  in 
full  Pofleffion  of  the  Dutchy  of  ^avoy  belonging  to  our  Ally 
the  IQng  oi  Sardinia. 

2.  With  refpea  toltaly  —  tfee  French  and  Spanijh  Army  ha- 
ving alfo  taken  from  the  Kxn^  oi Sardinia  the  rtrong  City  and 
Fortrefs  of  Nice^  the  very  Gate  or  Faflage  between  France 
and  Italy  ;  the  Reft  of  (he  Barrier  being  the  Alpine  Range  of 
Mountains,  exceeding  high,  rocky,  fteep  and  unpafTable  by 
Armies,  Baggage  and  Artillery  ;  they  join'd  the  Troops  of 
Genoa  and  Naples :  And  then  thofe  four  Powers  obliged  the 
King  of  Sardinia  and  Qyeen  of  Hungary^s  Forces  to  retreat 
before  them,  took  their  Cities,  and  over-run  almoft  all  their 
Territories  in  that  Country  ;  raifed  heavy  Contributions^ 
fubfifting  on  them,  and  were  near  befieging  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia's  Capital  Turin  itfelf. 

3.  Tho'  the  Queen  of  Hungary  had  recover'd  Bohemia^ 
yet  the  King  of  Frujfta  had  ftot  Only  taken  and  kept  the  chief 
Part  of  Silefiay  but  had  alfo  beaten  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and 
Ele6bor  of  Saxony's  united  Army  ;  and  thereupon  had  broken 
into  Saxony^  drove  the  Eleftbr  from  Drefden  his  Capital,  yea 
had  taken  the  City,  the  Queen*s  and  Ele^ors  Army  retreating 
from  him. 

4.  In  the  Netherlands  — *  The  French  Army  of  a  hundred 
Thoufand  at  Fontenoy  being  intrenched  and  defended  with  ma- 
ny Batteries ;  our  allied  Army  of  little  more  than  Half  their 
Number  attacking  them,  we're,  obliged  to  retreat  with  the 
Lofs  of  a  great  many  Men  :  And  being  fo  fmall  and  exceeding^ 
ly  weakened,  the  French  had  carried  all  before  them,  taking 
theCities  of  TournayyGhent , Bruges,  Oftend,Neiuport,A0th,Sic  5 
the  laft  Winter,  Brujfels  \  and  fince  that,  Antwerp^  Charleroy^ 

.  .  C  2  Mons^ 
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MonSy  Namure^  i^Cy  from  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  having 
no  fuiEeient  Power  to  flop  their  rapacious  Conquefts. 

5.  In  Great  Britain,  a  dangerous  Rebellion  under  the  young 
Pretender  rofe  and  furprlzingly  prevailed  :  The  Rebels  had 
carried  tht  North  of  Scotland^  paffed  the  Forth,  feized  Edin- 
burgh the  Capital  City  of  Scotland,  beat  the  King's  Army  at 
Tranent  mightily  grew,  marched  into  taken  Carlijle\ 
on  Dec.  4,  the  very  Day  before  our  laft  annual  Thankfgivmg, 
had  entered  Derby  the  chief  Town  of  the  Shire,  in  the  very 
Heart  of  England,  but  about  a  hundred  Miles  from  London,  in 

,  their  March  for  that  City  :  And  the  Ports  of  France  were  full 
of  Veffels,  Soldiers  and  warlike  Stores,  to  fupply  the  Rebels 
and  invade  the  Kingdom. 

6.  In  the  Winter  Seafon,  while  our  Ships  were  fully  em- 
ployed to  guard  the  Coafts  of  Great  Britain,  the  French  Pri- 
vateers intirely  reigned  before  the  Mouth  of  the  Englijh  Chan- 
nel, took  almoft  all  the  Veffels  of  our  Nation  bound  into  it, 
and  carried  the  People  into  Captivity. 

y.  And  laftly,  A  rich  Fleet  of  Galleons  got  alfo  fafe  in- 
to Spain,  to  recruit  their  Funds :  Whereby  both  the  Spanijh, 
French,  Genoefe  and  Neapolitans  were  more  enabled  and  fpi- 
rited  to  carry  on  the  War  with  frefh  Vigour  againft  us. 

And  thefe  were  fome  of  the  dangerous  Circumftances  we 
were  in,  in  Europe.    We  come  to  qonfider 

2]  Our  more  near  and  efpecial  Dangers  in  North  America, 
—  in  thefe  Particulars — 

I.  In  the  laj}  Winter  and  early  Spring,  the  French  with  the 
utmoft  Application  fitted  out  at  Brejl  and  Rochfort,  the  grea- 
teft  and  moft  powerful  Armament  againft  thefe  Northern  Co' 
ionics,  that  was  ever  fent  into  North  America  :  Having  twenty 
Men  of  War,  a  hundred  Tranfports,  about  Eight  Thoufand 
difciplined  Troops  with  veteran  Officers,  and  vaft  Quantities 
ef  Provifion,  Powder,  Shot,  Arms,  CannonjBombs  and  Mor- 
tars, fulHcient  to  take  the  ftrongeft  Places. 


2.  They 
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2.  They  were  all  under  one  Commander  of  Figure,  Duke 
D^AnvUle  ;  a  Nobleman  of  Ability,  Skill  and  Courage  ;  who 
came  with  Refolution  to  exert  himfelf  to  his  own  Honour, 
and  to  the  Glory  of  his  King  and  Nation,  or  die  in  the  Caufe  : 
And  the  whole  Armament  and  all  their  Officers,  both  naval 
and  terrene  being  united  under  him,  had  a  natural  Tendency 
to  prevent  Contention,  and  promote  the  Execution  of  every 
Order. 

3.  They  own'd  they  had  the  beft  Plans  and  many  fkilful 
Pilots  with  them,  well  acquainted  with  all  the  Coafts  and 
Harbours  of  Neivfoundland^  Cape  Breton^  NovaScotia  and  Neiu 
England;  in  particular  of  Z<7«//^(?«r^,  Canfoy  "Jebu^Oy  Anna- 
polis,  Cafco  Bay,  Bojion^  Sic. 

4.  They  came  with  the  very  exciting  Motives,  both  of 
Refentmenfy  Policy  and  Necejjity,  —  Of  Refentment ;  for  our 
laving  Jnnapolis,  znd  difappointing  the  French  Invafion  there 
in  1744;  and  for  our  taking  Loui/bourg^  deikroying  their 
Fiftiery,  blocking  up  the  Bay  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  taking 
their  great  Man  of  War,  and  their  Eaft  India  and  South  Sea 
Ships,  in  1745  :  • —  Of  Policy  ;  to  recover  their  loft  fortified 
City  and  Harbour  of  Louifiourg,  their  loft  Opportunity  by 
their  Privateers  thence  to  feize  our  Veflels,  their  loft  Fifhery 
with  the  infinite  Profits  thence  arifmg,  their  loft  Fort  and 
Harbour  of  Annapolis,  their  loft  Territory  of  Nova  Scotia,  and 
their  loft  Reputation  both  in  Europe  aftd  America,  efpecially 
among  the  Indian  Salvages  :  And  laftly,  of  Necejfity  ;  to  fave. 
their  Canada,  with  all  their  Settlements  and  Trade,  in  North 
America  ;  and  either  by  taking  Cape  Breton,  oWige  us  to  come 
to  a  Peace  and  fave  their  Encroachments  in  the  Netherlands  ; 
or  by  taking  Annapolis,  oblige  us  to  return  them  Cape  Breton 
and  to  fave  themfelves  from  ignominious  Death  or  Ruin,  in 
cafe  they  returned  without  taking  the  one  or  the  other. 

5.  That  which  rendred  our  Cafe  more  dangerous,  wa?, 
that  we  were  a  long  while  wholly  ignorant  of  their  Defigns 
againft  us  :  And  when  we  had  them  hinted,  we  were  eafy 
with  hearing  that  Admiral  Martin  was  blocking  them  up, 
firft  at  Breji  and  then  at  Rochfort^  and  that  we  had  a  powerful 
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Fleet  of  Men  of  War  and  Tranfports  preparing  at  Porifmouih 
in  Efjgland  to  come  on  the  Expedition  to  Canada, 

6.  At  Length  they  got  out  of  Breft  and  failed  to  Rochfort  : 
On  June  ir,  they  failed  from  this  laft  Port,  pafled  by  Admi- 
ral Martin's  Squadron  unobferved,  and  he  cou'd  not  find 
what  Way  they  were  gone  :  Yea,  while  they  were  coming 
toward  us,  Admiral  Leftock  with  his  Fleet  at  Port/mouth  failed 
[even  Times  from  England  ;  and  was  as  oft  drove  back  by 
contrary  Winds,  'till  Mid- September^  when  our  Enemies  Fleet 
was  come  to  Nova  Scotia^  and  the  Briti/h  Mini/try  judging  it 
too  late  in  the  Year,  diverted  their  Ent^rprize. 

7.  In  the  mean  Time  ;  while  Duke  D'Jnvilk's  Fleet  is 
coming,  a  fatal  Illnefs  fweeps  away  many  of  our  Nezv  Eng- 
land ^o\^\tx^  Cape  Breton'.  And  being  now  without  any 
Help  from  England  er  any  where  eife  ;  if  God  had  given  our 
Foes  a  fpeedy  Pafiage,  and  had  brought  them  on  in  Health  to 
Louijburg they  had  comcv  there  with  Surprize:  And  with 
their  Showers  o£  Bombs  from  twenty  /"i/^Mortars,  and  Cannon 
Shot  from y$//yBrafs  FieldPieces,  it  feems  highly  probable,  they 
■wou'd  foon  have  taken  the  Place.  And  then  Placentia  and 
St.  John's  in  Newfoundland^  with  all  their  Fifh  and  VefTels' 
wou*d  have  been  a^  nothing  to  them.  All  the  French  and 
Indians  in.  Nova  Scotia  and  the  neighbouring  Places  wou'd 
have  joinM  them  at  once, and  made  them  ten  or  twelve  Thou/and 
ftrong,  befides  their  Seamen.  Annapolis  wou'd  have  been 
foon  reduced.  And  then  their  mighty  and  triumphingForces, 
both  French  znd^  Indians,  both  by  Land  and  Sea,  wou'd  have 
doubtlefs  come  quick  all  along  our  Eajlern  Shears,  carried  all 
before  them  like  a  fweeping  Deluge  ;  And  where  they  cou'd 
be  ftop'd,  and  whether  this  Town  cou'd  have  baffled  them, 
God  only  knows. 

8.  In  the  mean  Time  we  are  this  Summer  exceedingly  mo- 
lefted  with  our  Indian  Enemies  round  about,  both  in  this  and 
the  neighbouring  Provinces  :  Marthering  our  Men,  Women, 
Children;  carrying  many  into  a barbarousCaptivity;  breaking 
up  manyHoufc.?  ai^  diversVill^es  and  ncwTownSjdeftrbying 
Cattle  and  Fields  of  Corn  ;  yea.  /even  hundred  French  and  In- 
diam  deftroying  a  Fort  an  hundred  Foot  fquarc  on  our  wejlem 
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Borders  on  Jug.  19  :  Reducing  us  to  fuch  DiftreflTes  as  have 
not  been  known  in  the  prefent  Generation  :  And  S(p.  2  we 
are  informed,  that  about  izvo  thou/and  French  and  Indians  were 
aflembleJ  at  Alenis  in  Nova  Scotia,  in  order  to  befiege  Jn- 
napolis, 

9.  Our  Trouble  is  yet  increafed  by  our  furprlzing  Intelli- 
gence from  the  fix  valiant  Nations  of  Mohazvk  Indians  above 
our  wejiern  Borders,  who  had  been  our  conftant  Friends  from 
the  Beginning  of  thefe  Colonies  : — That  the  French  had  made 
them  bdicve,  they  had  taken  an  Englijh  Letter.,  whereiji  they 
pretend  we  v^rote,  '  We  intended  firft  to  fubdue  Canada.^ 
*"  and  then  dcftroy  the  Indian  Nations^  the  French  in  Canada 
'  being  the  only  Obftacles  that  hinder  us  —  Which  made 
moft  dangerous  Imprcflions  on  them,  raifed  their  Jealoufies, 
began  an  Alienation,  difpofed  them  to  join  our  Enemies,  and 
was  like  to  lead  to  fatal  Confequenccs. 

10.  AJl  this  while  we  were  wholly  ignorant  of  the  French 
Fleet  coming  towards  us — 'till  at  the  fame-Time,  viz.  Sept,  2, 
we  had  a  Hint  in  a  Letter  from  Hull  in  England  of  June  24, 
by  a  Ship  from  Newcajile^  that  they  were  failed  about  ten  Days 
before,  but  norre  knew  "whither  :  Sept.  9,  by  a  Ship  from 
Liverpool,  was  the  Hint  above  confirmed,  and  that  many  in 
England  tho't  them  bound  for  N$rth America.  About  a  Week 
after,  we  begin  to  hear  a  Rumour  of  a  large  Number  of  Ship^ 
feen  near  Cape  Sable  Shoar  5  but  whether  French  or  Englijh^ 
XVe  are  at  a  Lofs  to  guefs.  About  a  Week  after,  the  Rumour 
is  confirmed  ;  but  who  they  are,  remains  uncertain,  'till  Sept, 
28  :  And  then  by  Exprefs  from  Governor  Knowles  and  Ad- 
miral Townfend  at  Louijhurgy  we  are  informed  they  are  the 
French  Armada,  were  feventy^i'X  when  they  came  from  France  ; 
fourteen  being  Ships  of  the  Line  from  fifty  to  feventy  four  Guns, 
iwo  Fire  Ships,  with  eight  thoufandT roo^s  onboard  ;  Handing 
for  JebuSfa  or  le  Have  :  And  by  a  VefTel  from  Jamaica,  that 
ih^  four  French  Men  of  War  which  had  efcaped  Commodore 
JS^tchel  near  Domingo,  were  defign'd  to  join  them. 

I  I.  And  laftly,  About  Mid- September,  Eight  Ships  of  the 
Line  and  aboutyV/y  others  arrive  at  JebuSia,  the  Port  of  their 
Rendezvous,  on  the  fouth  eaftnn  Shoar  of  Nova  Scotia^  one  of 
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the  fineft  Harbours  of  the  Globe  ;  in  which  the  BriUjh  Na- 
iion  had  utterly  negledled  for  a  Courfe  of  thirty  Tears  from 
the  Peace  of  TJtrecht^  to  fettle  one  Inhabitant ;  and  in  the 
very  Way  to  interrupt  all  our  Fifhery,  and  even  all  the  Trade 
from  Great  Britain^  Ireland,  Newfomdland  and  Cape  Breton^ 
to  the  Colonies  on  the  Main,  and  fromThefe  to  them  :  There 
they  water,  wood,  refrefti,  careen,  refit  j  thence  take  our 
Siiips,  ftrike  Surprize  and  Terror  thro'  the  Countries  round 
about  them.  And  thence  deferting  their  Defign  of  attempt- 
ing Louijburg,  they  fet  fail  with  all  their  Power  towards  us. 

And  thus,  in  the  Room  of  our  long  look'd  for  Friends  from 
England  to  go  againft  Canada,  there  are  now  coming  on  a 
powerful  Armament  of  refolute  Enemies  ;  and  none  to  pre- 
vent them  or  defend  us  againft  them.  We  look  for  our 
powerful  Friends,  but  our  Eyes  fail  us,  and  we  look  in  vain. 
Our  Cafe  feems  like  that  of  David,  Pfalm  142  and  3,  «  We 
'  look  on  our  right  Hand  and  behold  ;    but  there  is  no  Man 

*  that  knows  us,  Refuge  fails  us,  no  Man  feems  to  care  for 

*  our  Souls :  We  cry  unto  Thee,  O  Lord  !  Thou  art  our 
'  Refuge  and  Portion  in  the  Land  of  the  Living  !  O  attend 
<  to  our  Cry,  for  we  are  brought  very  low  —  we  ftretch  forth 

*  our  Hands  to  Thee  !  —  hear  us  fpeedily,  O  Lore)  :  

*  Caufe  us  to  hear  thy  Lovingkindnefs  in  the  Morning,  for 
«  in  Thee  do  we  truft  —  Deliver  us  O  Lord  from  our  Ene- 
«  mies  :  —  We  flee  to  Thee  to  hide  us  !  *  And  we  further 
cried  as  Jfaph  in  PfaL  83  ;  '  Keep  not  thou  Silence  O  God  I 

*  hold  not  thy  Peace  and  be  not  ftill,  O  God  !  For  lo  thine 

*  Eiemies  make  a  Tumult,  and  they  that  hate  Thee  lift  up 
the  Head  :  They  have  taken  crafty  Council  againft  thy 

*  People  :  They  have  faid,  "  Come  and  let  us  cut  them  off 
*^  from  being  a  People,  that  the  Name  of  JSlew  England m2iy 

be  no  more  in  Remembrance,"  O  our  GoD,  make  them 
«  as  Stubble  before  the  Wind  :  As  the  Fire  burneth  the 
«  Woods,  and  as  the  Flame  fetteth  the  Mountains  on  Fire  ; 

*  [  as  we  often  fee  in  America  ]  fo  perfecute  them  with  thy 

*  Tempeft,  and  make  them  afraid  with  thy  Storm  :  Fill  their 

*  Faces  with  Shame ;  that  they  may  feek  thy  Name,  O 

*  Lord  !  [  or  if  they  will  not  feek  it  ]  let  them  be  con- 
founded and  troubled  for  ever:  —That  Men  may  know, 

<  that 
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<  tha^Thou,  whofe  Name  alone  is  Jehovah,  art  the  moft 

<  High  over  all  the  Earth,  ^c. 

This  is  Part  of  our  late  dangerous  Ctrcumjiances  :  And  now, 
/land Jlill  and  fee  the  Salvation  of  ihe  Lord  ! 

This  therefore  brings  us 

III.  To  view  the  wonderful  Salvations  GoD  has  wrought 
for  us,  while  we,  in  America  efpecially,  have  flood  ftill  and 
feen  them. 

And 

i]  For  the  Salvations  wrought  the  Yearpaft  in  Europe, 

1.  By  the  Bleffing  of  God  on  the  Mediation  of  King 
George,  the  King  of  Prujfta  in  December  lajly  came  to  a 
Peace  with  the  Eledlor  of  S<ixony  and  Queen  of  Hungary : 
wherein  he  acknowledged  as  Emperor^  her  Imperial  Confort 
the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany^  lately  chofen  to  that  high  Dig- 
nity :  Whereby  all  Contefts  about  the  Eledlion  were  ended, 
and  the  ^een  became  relieved  of  a  bloody,  weakening  and 
expenfive  War  on  that  Side  of  her  Dominions,  and  cou'd 
fpare  fifty  Thoufand  or  more  of  her  Troops  in  1746,  both  for 
the  Netherlands  and  Italy, 

2.  In  Italy ^  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  King  of  Sardinia's 
Army  being  thus  increafed,  thro'  the  Help  of  God,  have 
twice  defeated  the  French^  Spanijhy  Genoefe  and  Neapolitan 
Army ;  obtained  fuch  Viftories  as  have  wholly  broken  the 
Power  of  our  Enemies  There  ;  killed  and  taken  near  thirty 
Thoufand  Soldiers,  made  the  reft  to  fly,  recovered  all  the 
Places  raviftied  from  them  ;  driven  the  French  and  Spaniards 
out  of  Italy  ;  taken  the  City  and  Republick  of  GenoOy  obliged 
them  to  rdinquifti  the  Queen  of  Hungary*^  Debts,  pay  a  great 
Sum  of  Money,  and  come  to  an  Agreement  with  her  and  her 
Allies,  So  that  the  War  feems  to  be  ended  likewife  in  that 
Fart  of  Europe ;  and  the  King  of  Sardinia  and  Queen  of 
Hungary^  Forces  there,  ready  to  fall  on  the  Southajlem  Part 
of  ^rancey  for  the  reft  of  the  War. 
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3.  God  was  alfo  pleafed  to  break  the  Power  of  the  Relets 
in  GreatBriiain  ;  efpecially  by  employing  Prince  William, 
to  drive  them  out  of  England^  reduce  Carlijle^  fright  them 
from  the  Siege  of  Stirling,  and  wholly  defeat  them  in  the 
glorious  and  happy  Battle  of  Culloden,  on  Jpril  16  :  And 
then  and  fmce,  to  take  many  of  their  Chiefs  and  Soldiers,  di- 
vers of  whom  have  received  capital  Punifhment ;  and  to  fup- 
prefs  the  Remainder.  Whereby  we  can  alfo  fpare  a  greater 
Number  of  Forces  in  the  Aujirian  Netherlands,  to  drive  our 
French  Enemies  back,  and  alfo  engage  in  Expeditions  by 
Sea. 

4.  Tho'  the  French  have  taken  five  ftrong  Cities  from  the 
Queen  of  Hungary  in  the  Aujlrian  Netherlands  ;  yet  they  have 
loft  a  great  many  Soldiers  There  by  Seiges,  Fatigues  and 
Sicknefs  :  And  our  allied  Army  there  is  now  grown  fo  great, 
and  the  next  Year  like  to  be  greater  ;  that  there's  a  hopeful 
Profpe£t,  thro' the  Help  of  God,  of  beating  them  back  in 
one  Year  more  :  Or,  while  the  King  of  Sardinia  pours  his 
Forces  into  the  Southeajiern  Side  of  France,  obliging  her  foon 
to  refign  her  late  Incroachments  and  yield  to  righteous  Terms 
of  Peace.  Yea,  if  the  Empire  and  Dutch  wou'd  join  us ;  it 
looks  as  if,  thro'  the  divine  Affiftance,  France  wou'd  in  one 
Year  more  be  forced  to  return  both  to  Lorrain,  Germany  and 
the  Netherlands,  all  the  Incroachments  fhe  has  made  upon 
them  thefe  two  hundred  Tears  ;  and  be  difabled  for  a  great 
while  to  come  from  difturbing£'z^r^'/>^,  or  hurting  us  or  others. 

5.  God  has  been  alfo  pleafed  to  remove  by  Death,  the  late 
King  of  Spain  :  Whereby  he  has  put  a  prefent  happy  Period 
to  the  mifchievous  Reign  of  his  ambitious  ^een,  who  has 
bfecn  the  principal  Spring  of  all  the  Troubles  of  Great  Britain 
and  Europe  from  that  Court  and  Nation  thefe  thirty  Tears  ; 
and  fet  on  the  Throne  the  late  King's  eldeji  Son,  who  was  not 
born  of  Her,  but  of  the  King  of  Sardinia  *s  Sijler :  And  this 
new  King,  in  Part  has  broken  the  League  with  France  alrea- 
dy, deferting  the  Pr©je£l  of  forming  a  Kingdom  fbr  herfecond 
Son  Don  Philip,  out  of  the  Qi,ieen  of  Hungary*^  Countries  in 
Italy  \  and  feems  difpofed  to  Peace  with  us  and  our  Allies. 

6.  By 
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6.  By  the  Death  of  the  Dauphwefs  without  MaleOfFspnng, 
who  was  a  Sifter  of  his  by  the  Father's  Side  ;  the  Union  be- 
tween the  Courts  of  France  and  Spaitj^  feems  to  be  further 
weakened.  And  by  the  Afcent  of  King  George's  Son  in 
Law  the  Prince  Royal  of  Denmark  to  that  Throne,  who  had 
married  his  youngeft  Daughter  Princefs  Louifa ;  the  Union 
between  the  Courts  of  Great  Britain  and  Denmark^  feems  to 
be  further  ftrengthened. 

7.  Andlaftly,  The  Fr^wr^i&^M^  Trade  and  Company, 
by  the  Flames  confuming  their  large  and  coftly  Houfes, 
Warehoufes  and  Stores  at  Port  /'  Orient  in  France  ;  and 
by  Commodore  Barnet^s  taking  their  Ships  and  Forts  in  the 
Eaji  Indies^  feems  to  be  almoft  ruined :  While  the  feizing 
their  Wealth  adcls  to  our's ;  and  our  EaJi  India  Ships  are 
come  fafe  to  England ;  as  well  as  our  Treafures  took  from 
the  Spaniards  near  Jamaica, 

But 

a]  Let  us  now  ftand  ftill  and  fee  the  Salvations  of  God  in 
North  America  — 

On  two  Accounts  in  general,  tho*  widely  different,  both 
the  laji  Tear  and  7his  have  been  as  remarkable  as  any  we  have 
feen,  fince  the  happy  AcceJJion  of  the  Proteftant  Houfe  of  Han' 
over  to  the  Britijh  Crown :  ^  The  la/f  Tear  1745,  —  for 
God's  fucceeding  our  Enterprize  in  a  wondrous  Manner, 
and  giving  us  Cape  Breton ;  ^  and  Thisy  —  for  his  working 
wonderful  Salvations  for  us,  while  we  cou'd  only  ftand  ftill 
and  fee  them  with  Admiration  :  Let  this  be  ever  the  Charac- 
ter of  1746. 

While  we  knew  nothing  of  Danger,  God  beheld  it,  and 
was  working  Salvation  for  us.  And  when  we  had  none  to 
help  in  America^  He  even  prevented  our  Friends  in  Europe 
from  coming  to  fuccour  us  5  that  we  might  fee  our  Salvation 
was  his  Work  alone,  and  that  the  Glory  belongs  intirely  to 
Him, 

And  here  arc  the  following  Things  obfcrvable — 


I.  That 
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1.  That  our  Enemies  Fleet  were  detained  fo  long  in  the 
Harbours  of  France^  even  to  the  i  ith  of  tho'  ready 
long  before  :  Whereby  a  greater  Fames  was  prepared  for  fcor- 
butical  Weaknefles  and  Ails,  before  they  arrived  at  America  ; 
whereby  they  alfo  loft  the  cooler  Weather  and  more  eafterly 
Winds  of  the  Springs  were  kept  for  the  Calms  and  Heat  of 
the  Summer^  their  Voyage  muft  be  lengthened,  and  they 
cou'd  not  come  with  quite  fo  much  Surprize  upon  us. 

2.  That  after  their  getting  clear  from  the  Coaft  of  France^ 
they  fliou'd  be  led  to  bear  fo  far  to  the  Southward  :  Whereby 
they  not  only  went  from  the  ftraiter  Courfe,  but  likewife  into 
a  more  rarified  Air  and  calmer  Latitudes,  which  yet  further 
ferved  to  lengthen  their  Voyage  :  And  whereby  they  alfo 
went  into  more  fultry  Climates,  even  in  the  hotteft  Months 
of  the  Summer  ;  the  Air  between- decks  among  fo  great  a 
Number  fo  clofely  ftowed,  muft  be  more  fufFocating,  putrid 
and  naufeousj  and  both  further  weaken,  and  breed  Difeafes. 

3.  That  partly  by  thefe  Means,  partly  by  Calms,  and  part- 
ly by  contrary  Winds  ;  their  Voyage  was  fo  lengthened  out, 
even  to  ninety  Days  from  Rochfort^  that  it  was  the  9th  of 
September  before  the  forwardeft  of  them  arrived  at  Jebu£ia, 

4.  That  by  the  Means  above,  and  it  may  be  others,  GoD 
was  pleafed  to  vifit  them  with  fuch  a  mortal  Sicknefs ;  that 
they  owned.  Thirteen  Hundred  died  at  Sea  ;  and  moft  of  the 
teft  were  extreamly  weakened,  wafted  and  difpirited, 

5.  That  by  terrible  Storms  they  were  likewife  fo  difperfed 
in  the  midft  of  the  Ocean  ;  that  by  Aug.  26,  they  had  left 
but  twelve  Ships  of  the  Line  and  forty  one  others,  befidcs  /z/* 
Prizes  they  happened  to  meet  with. 

6.  That  on  Sept.  2,  at  One  at  Noon,  when  they  came 
near  the  Shoals  of  the  Ifle  of  Sables y  the  moft  dangerous  Plac» 
in  all  their  Paflage,  and  had  but  three  Days  Sail  to  JebuSia  ; 
God  was  pleafed  to  raife  againft  them  fuch  a  violent  Storm 
of  Wind,  which  held  all  that  Day  and  Night :  Wherein  one 
of  their  Tranfports  was, loft  on  the  Shoals  ;  four  Ships  of  the 
Line  and  a  Tranfport  were  feen  in  great  Diftrefs,  and  never 
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heard  of  after,  and  the  reft  of  the  Fleet  had  like  to  have  run 
on  the  Shoals  in  that  terrible  Night,  and  were  wholly  difper- 
fed  :  Or  if  they  had  been  but  three  Dap  earlier,  they  had  got 
to  Jebu^a  before  the  Storm. 

7,  The  Weather  after  the  Storm,  was  fo  very  foggy  for 
feveral  Days,  ihzt  T)\ikt  D'  Anviile  their  Admiral  and  General 
was  obliged  to  lie  off  and  on,  not  venturing  to  approach  the 
Neva  Scotia  Shoar ;  that  it  was  Sept.  1 2,  before  he  got,  with 
but  one  more  Ship  of  the  Line,  viz.  his  Vice  Admiral,  three 
more  Men  of  War  and  five  Tranfports,  into  Jebu5ia  :  There 
being  but  one  of  theFleet  got  in  threeDdiys  before  him,  and  but 
three  more  in  three  Days  after  him  ;  his  Rear  Admiral  with 
ten  of  the  Line  and  all  the  reft  yet  miffing.  And  finding  his 
few  Ships  fo  fhattered,  fo  many  Men  dead,  fo  many  fickly, 
and  no  more  of  his  Fleet  come  in  ;  he  funk  into  Difcourage- 
ment,  and  Sept.  15  died  ;  but  in  fuch  a  Condition,  and  fo 
much  fwelled,  it  was  generally  tho't  he  poyfoncd  himfelf,  and 
was  buried  without  any  Ceremony.  Upon  which  their  Go- 
vernment fell  upon  the  Council  of  War^  their  Union  was  en- 
tirely broken,  and  their  Counfels  grew  divided. 

8.  That  tho'  after  the  iStorm,  the  Rear  Admiral  with  five 
more  of  the  Line  and  iiventy  feven  more  of  the  Fleet  beiides 
the  Prizes,  difcovered  each  other  and  gathered  together;  yet 
the  Weather  being  foggy  and  thick,  they  did  not  arrive  at  Je- 
hu£ia  'till  the  Day  after  Duke  D'Anville  died  Or  their  Ar- 
rival two  Ddiys  fooner  might  have  revived  his  Spirits  and  faved 
his  Life  :  Tho'  they  were  fo  exceedingly  fhattered  and  fickly, 
they  were  forced  to  ftay  and  loofe  their  fitteft  Time  for  doing 
us  Mifchief  'tiJlnear  the  midji  of  OSloher, 

^  g.  That  upon  the  Death  of  the  Duh.,  the  Vice  Admiral. 
EJlournell  being  the  chief  Commander,  in  Confideration  of 
the  deplorable  Cafe  they  were  in,  propofed  to  return  to  France 
to  fave  the  reft  of  the  Men  ;  But  the  Council  of  War  oppo- 
fing  and  voting  againft  him,  he  was  on  ^ept,  19  in  the  Morn- 
ing, found  in  his  Apartment  fallen  on  his  Sword,  and  the 
next  Morning  died  alfo  :  Whereby  the  chief  Command  de- 
volvM  on  the  Rear  Admiral  Jonquircy  who  with  the  Council 
of  War  refolved  to  attack  {omQEnglffh  Place  in  thefe  northern 
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Parts  before  they  wou'd  think  of  returning.  In  the  mean 
while,  they  landed  their  Men  to  refrefh  them  :  And  yet  their 
Sicknefs  fo  prevailed,  that  they  owned  there  died  Eleven  Hun- 
dred and  Thirty  more  at  JebuSJa  before  they  left  it. 

10.  It  was  alfo  very  remarkable,  that  while  the  French 
were  fo  generally  very  fickly,  and  fo  many  conftantly  dying, 
both  aboard  and  afhoar ;  our  EngUJh  Captives,  tho'  com- 
paflionately  tending  upon  and  helping  them  continually,  were 
fo  univierfally  healthy  and  ftrong,  that  the  poor  fickly  French 
cou*d  not  forbear  to  exprefs  their  Wonder  :  Our  People  taken 
captive  by  them  being  more  merciful  to  them  than  thofe  of 
their  own  Nation.  And  yet  the  Sicknefs  fpread  among  our 
enemy  Indians  in  l^Jova  Scotia^  and  'tis  faid  carried  off  near 
half  their  Number. 

11.  In  the  mean  Time  our  careful  Governour  fends  out 
Spies  and  gets  Intelligence  —  By  the  Help  of  God  removes 
the  Jealoufies  of  the  Mohawk  Indians,  renews  our  ancient 
League  of  Friendfliip  with  them,  engages  them  on  our  Side 
againft  the  French  Canadians  —  fends  Companies  of  Soldiers, 
who  lifted  Volunteers  for  Canada^  to  help  defend  Jnnapolis  ; 
Admiral  Warren  fending  his  50  Gun  Ship  thither  alfo  :  And 
then  our  Governour  calls  in  moft  of  the  Regiments  of  this 
Province  to  defend  our  Capital,  who  come  in  with  wondrous 
Chearfulnefs  :  Sends  Exprefs  to  Governour  Knouules  and  Ad- 
miral TownfendTit  Louijhourg,  with  the  London  Prints  inform- 
ing of  Admiral  Lejiock^s  waiting  for  a  fair  Wind  in  England^ 
with  eighteen  Ships  of  the  Line,  to  fail  thither :  And  OSlo.  6, 
with  Advice  of  his  Majefty's  Council,  and  at  the  Defire  of 
the  Houfeof  Reprefentatives,  orders  Thurfday  the  i6th  a  Day 
of  Prayer  and  Fajling  thro'  the  Province  on  this  great  Oc- 
cafion. 

12.  About  Oaoher  10,  the  French  Council  of  War  at  Je^ 
luSfa  being  fenfible  that  by  difperfing  Storms  and  wafting 
Sicknefs,  they  are  utterly  difabled  for  attempting  Louijbourg^ 
rcfolve  to  fail  and  take  Annapolis,  And  if  they  had  ftaid  but 
me  Week  longer  they  wou'd  have  had  a  Seafon  of  fuitable 
Weather  for  it.  But  a  Cruizer  of  their's  having  happily  ta- 
ken the  Exprefs  above  for  Lonijhourgy  with  the  London  Prints 
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informing  of  Admiral  LeJiocVs  expe£led  coming,  and  the 
Mafter  of  the  VefTel  happily  forgetting  to  obferve  his  Order 
and  throw  his  Packets  overboard  ;  they  were  carried  into 
JebuSfa  and  opened  on  the  nth  early  in  the  Merning  in  a 
Council  of  War.  Upon  which,  furprized,  in  the  utmoft 
Hurry,  they  pull  down  all  their  Tents,  burn  a  Line  of  Battle 
Ship,  with  a  Snow  from  Carolina,  a  Veffel  from  Antigiia^'^vA 
fome  Fiftiing  Schooners,  embark  their  Soldiers  ;  order  two 
thoufand  French  and  Indians  to  march  from  Menis  to  Annapo- 
lis :  And  OSloher  13,  with  about  forty  Sail,  twenty  Engineers, 
and  thirty  Pilots  from  near  Annapolis^  they  came  out  to  go 
round  Cape  Sables^  and  meet  them  there  ;  having  wrote  to 
the  Court,  that  they  determinM  to  keep  the  Seas  'till  Nov* 
15,  N     if  they  cou'd  not  get  in  fooner. 

1 3.  The  next  Day^  they  fent  three  or  four  of  their  Fleet 
with  their  Sick  to  France  :  The  Diftemper  ftill  increafing  ; 
cur  Captives  faw  them  throwing  their  Dead  out  of  moft  of 
their  Ships  into  the  Sea,  every  Day  after  they  left  JebuSfay 
for  the  three  Days  they  continued  with  them,  OSlober  1 5, 
near  the  Ifle  of  Sables  a  fecond  Time  came  on  a  great  and 
cold  Storm,  which  fcattered  them  again  :  Yet  the  next  Day^ 
getting  once  more  together  ;  and  perfevering  in  their  Purpofc, 
they  difmifs'd  our  Captives,  who  that  Night  left  them  lying 
by,  and  faw  them  no  more. 

14.  But  the  fame  Day,  viz.  Thurfday  OSlo,  16,  is  kept  the 
Day  of  General  Fajling  and  Prayer  throughout  the  Churches 
in  this  Province^  on  this  great  Emergency.  And  that  very- 
Night  enfuing,  the  glorious  God  entirely  baffled  all  their 
Purpofes,  and  put  a  total  End  to  their  mifchievous  Enterprize. 
He  mightily  arofe,  and  wrought  a  full  Salvation  for  us.  He 
fent  a  more  furious  Storm  of  Wind  and  Rain  and  Hail,  than 
ever  —  which  held  to  the  next  Day  Noon  —  which  they 
cou'd  not  ftand  before  —  which  fo  djfperfed  and  broke  them, 
they  cou'd  never  get  together  again :  And  feveral  Ships  fo 
crazy,  and  weakly  handed,  that  'tis  apprehended  by  our  dif- 
mifTed  Captives,  who  were  in  the  fame  Storm ;  that  fome 
were  overfet,  fome  others  foundered  and  funk  in  the  mighty 
Waters  :  And  the  remaining  Men  of  War  in  View,  fo  Mat- 
tered and  difcouraged,  that  they  determined  for  the  IVeJl  India 
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Jjlands  ;  and  fent  ihtixNova  Scotia  "Pilots  home, with  Orders  to 
the  French  and  Indian  Army  who  had  march'd  to  AnnapoJisy 
to  leave  their  Enterprize  and  get  away.  The  ftattered  Rem- 
nants, it  feems  moft  likely,  are  gone  back  to  Franccy  abafed 
and  confounded. 

In  fine,  It  is  alfo  remarkable,  that  two  French  Frigates  who 
privately  came  to  JebuSfa  in  May  or  June  to  gather  the  French 
and  Indians  in  all  the  neighbouring  Countries,  and  raisM  their 
mighty  Expectations  ;  (hou'd  fail  from  thence  a  Httle  before 
the  Fleet's  arrival :  —  That  the  four  large  Men  of  War  who 
efcap'd  Commodore  Mitchel  near  Domingo^  and  fail'd  to  the 
Cape  Sable  Shoar,  in  full  Expeflation  of  finding  them  ;  but 
furpriz'd  to  hear  nothing  of  them,  and  it  growing  late  in  the 
Year,  fhou'd  fail  away  but  a  few  Days  before  the  Duke's  Ar- 
rival, and  entirely  mifs  them  :  — -  And  that  a  few  Days  after 
the  Fleet  fail'd  from  JebuSfa^  arrived  there  two  more  Men  of 
War  from  France^  with  abfolute  Orders  to  take  Annapolis^ 
and  not  prefume  to  return  without  it  :  And  being  told  they 
were  gone  for  the  Purpofe,  made  hafle  after  them  :  But  arri- 
ving thither,  and  inftead  of  the  triumphing  Fleet  and  Army, 
ihtMenis  Pilots  returning  with  the  dreadful  Tydings,  and  our 
Man  of  War  there  going  to  attack  them  ;  confounded  alfo, 
they  haftened  away. 

Thus,  when  on  ,our  folemn  Day  of  General  Prayer ,  we  ex- 
prefly  criedto  the  Lord,  as  in  Pfal,  Ixviii.  1,2'  Let  God 

<  arife,  let  his  Enemies  be  fcattered,  let  them  that  hate  him 

<  flee  before  him  :  As  Smoak  is  driven  away,  fo  drive  thou 
«  them  away  :  As  Wax  melteth  before  the  Fire,  fo  let  the 

<  [  inveterate  ]  Wicked  periih  at  the  Prefence  of  God  — 
When  notwithftanding  all  the  Difplays  of  his  Anger  againft 
them,  he  fee  them  fet  upon  Mifchief: —  *  And  when  he 

*  looked,  and  there  was  none  to  help  us,  and  he  wondered 

<  there  was  none  to  uphold  us :  —  Then  his  own  Arm  bro't 
«  Salvation  to  us,  and  his  Fury  upheld  him  :  He  trode  down 

*  our  Enemies  in  his  Anger,   he  made  them  drunk  in 

<  his  Fury,   and  he  brought  down  their  Strength  to  the 

*  Earth.  Terrors  took  hold  on  them  as  Waters :  A  Tempeft 
^  bore  them  away  in  the  Night :  The  Eaft  Wind  carried 
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«  them  away,  and  they  departed  :  And  with  a  Storm  he 
'  hurled  them  out  of  their  Place. 

*  The  Sorrows  of  Death  encompafled  us,  and  the  Floods 
«  of  ungodly  Men  made  us  afraid  :  In  our  Diftrefs  we  called 
^  upon  the  Lord,  and  cried  to  our  God  :   He  heard  our 

*  Voice  out  of  his  Temple,  and  our  Cry  came  before  him, 

*  even  into  his  Ears.    Then,  he  bowed  the  Heavens  and 

*  came  down,  and  Darknefs  was  under  his  Feet :  He  rode  on 
«  a  Cherub,  and  did  fly  ;  yea,  he  did  fly  on  the  Wings  of 
'  the  Wind  :  He  made  Darknefs  his  fecret  Place ;  his  Pavi* 
'  lion  round  about  him  were  dark  Waters  and  thick  Clouds 

*  of  the  Skies  :  Yea,  he  fent  out  his  Arrows  and  fcattered 
'  them :  Then  the  Channels  of  Waters  were  feen,  and  the 
«  Foundations  of  the  World  were  difcovered ;  at  thy  Rebuke 
'  O  Lord,  at  the  Blaft  of  the  Breath  of  thy  Noftrils ! 

<  Before  him  went  the  Peftilence,  and  burning  Coals  of 

*  Difeafes  went  forth  at  his  Feet :  He  flood  and  meafured  the 

*  Earth  ;  he  beheld  and  drove  afunder  the  Nations,    I  faw 

<  the'Tents  of  Ci(/^<2«  in  AiHi<Stion,  and  the^Curtains  of  the 
f  Land  of  Midian  did  tremble.    Was  thy  Wrath  againft  the 

*  Sea,  that  thou  didft  ride  upon  thy  Horfes  ?  But  thy  Chariots 
«  were  Salvation  f  The  Mountains  faw  thee  and  they  trem- 

<  bled  :  The  overflowing  of  the  Water  pafl^ed  by :  The 

*  Deep  uttered  his  Voice,  and  lift  up  his  Hands  on  high ! 
«  Thou  wenteft  forth  for  the  Salvation  of  thy  People  :  Thou 

<  woundcdft  the  Head  out  of  the  Houfe  of  the  Wicked  : 
«  They  came  out  as  a  Whirlwind  to  fcatter  us  :  Their  Re- 

*  joicing  was  to  devour  the  Poor  :  Thou  didft  walk  through 

<  the  Sea  with  thine  Horfes,  thro*  the  Heap  of  great  Waters ! 
«  When  we  heard,  our  Belly  trembled,  our  Lips  quivered  at 
«  the  Noife,  Rottennefs  entred  into  ourBones  ;  and  we  trem- 

<  bled  in  ourfelves,  that  we  might  reft  in  the  Day  of  Trouble, 
«  when  they  were  coming  to  the  People,  to  invade  us  with 

*  their  Troops. 

The  French  Officers  told  one  of  our  Majiers  —  that  when 
they  came  from  Rochfort^  they  were  ninety  feven  Sail,  thirty  of 
which  were  Men  of  War  :  That  they  hzd  forty  thoufand  Arms, 
with  proportionable  Ammunition  and  Blankets  for  the  Indi' 
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am ;  and  the  Mafter  faw  above  a  hundred  Chefts  of  Arms 
with  a  great  Quantity  of  Lead  landed  out  oione  Ship  of  thirty 
Guns  which  took  him  :  That  there  were  /even  thoufand  North 
Jlmiri can Frmch  bclndians  to  join  them  ;That  upon  their  taking 
Amapolis^ihty  expelled  ^ighteenFrench  Ships  of  theLine  &  twen- 
ty two  Spdnijh  Men  ofWar  wou'd  be  fent  early  in  theSpringto 
join  theFleet  on  thefe  C^oaft^  i  which  was  aMatter  generally  be- 
liev'd  &  depended  upon  among  them :  that  they  were  refolved 
to  de^roy  the  Frontier  Settlements  of  the  Englijh  Colonies^  and 
tiad  a  great  Dependance  on  getting  a  ftrong  Footing  on  this 
Part  of  the  North  American  Continent. 

*  But  how  do  the  Heathen  rage,  and  the  People  imagine 

*  a  vain  Thing  !  The  Kings  of  the  Earth  fet  themfelvcs,  and 
\  the  Rulers  take  Counfel  together.    He  that  fits  in  the  Hea- 

*  vens  has  them  in  Derifion.    He  difappoints  the  Devices  of 

*  the  Crafty,  fo  that  their  Hands  cannot  perform  their  En- 
'  terprize  :  He  taketh  the  Wife  in  their  own  Craftinefs,  and 
'  the  Counfel  of  the  Froward  is  carried  headlong.    Yea,  he 

*  fpeaketh  to  them  in  his  Wrath,  and  vexeth  them  in  'his 
*■  Ifore  Difpleafure  :  He  breaks  them  in  Pieces  as  with  a  Rod 
'  of  Iron  :   He  dafhes  them  in  Pieces  like  a  Potter's  Veflel. 

*  But  be  faveth  the  Poor  from  the  Sword,  from  their  Mouth, 

*  and  from  the  Hand  of  the  Mighty.    Be  wife  therefore,  O 

*  ye  Kings  :  Be  inftru£led  ye  Judges  of  the  Earth :  Serve 

<  the  LoRi)  with  Fear,  and  rejoice  with  trembling :  Submit 
«  to  the  Son  of  GoD     leaft  he  be  angry,  and  ye  perifli  : 

*  When  'his  Wrath  is  kindled  but  a  little, 'bkfled  are  all  they 

<  diat  put  itheir  Truft  in  him. 

<  But  we  will  fing  to  the  Lo  rd  ;  for  be  hath  triumphed 

*  glorioufly  :  He  hath  thrown  our  Enemies  into  the  Sea. 

*  The  Lord  is  our  Strength  and  Song,  and  he  is  become 

<  our  Salvation  :  He  is  our  GoD,  and  we  will  prepare  him  an 
«  Habitation  in  the  higheft  Room  of  our  Souls  ;  our  Fathers 
'  God,  and  we  will  exalt  him  :  The  Lord  is  a  Man  of 
«  War,  Jehovah  is  his  Name.  Our  Enemies  Hof^s  he 
«  has  broke  in  the  Sea  :  With  the  Blafl  of  thy  Noftrih,  the 
«  Waters  were  gathered  together  ;  the  Floods  flood  upright 
«  as  an  Heap  :  Thou  didit  blow  with  thy  Wind  ;  the  Sea 

<  covered  them,  they  farik  as  Lead  in  the  mighty  Waters. 

^  '  But 
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<  But  the  Lord  is  our  Light  and  Strength,  our  Shield  and 

<  our  Salvation.  We  will  extol  thee  O  God!  For  thou 
«  haft  lifted  us  up,  and  not  made  our  Foes  to  rejoice  over  us. 
«  In  our  Time  of  Trouble,  we  cried  to  thee  ;  and  thou  haft 

*  fent  from  Heaven  and  faved  us  from  thofe  who  would  have 
«  fwallowed  us  up ;  thou  haft  put  them  to  Shame  that  hated 
«  us.    Thou  haft  turned  our  Mourning  into  Dancing  :  Thou 

*  haft  put  off  our  Sackcloth,  and  girded  us  with  Gladnefs  5 
'  that  our  Glory  may  fing  Praife  to  thee,  and  not  be  filent : 
'  O  Lord  our  God!  We  will  give  Thanks  to  Thee,  and 

<  praife  thy  Name  for  ever. 

<  Yea,  we  will  Praife  thee  O  Lord,  among  the  People  : 

<  We  will  fing  to  thee  among  the  Nations.    Be  thou  exalted 

*  O  God  above  the  Heayens  ;   Let  thy  Glory  be  above  all 

*  the  Earth  !  Sing  unto  God  ye  Kingdoms  of  the  Earth  :  O 

*  fmg  Praifes  unto  the  Lord  ;  —  to  him  that  rideth  upon 

*  the  Heavens  of  Heavens ;  afcribe  ye  Strength  unto  him  % 

*  His  Excellency  is  over  Ifrady  his  Strength  is  in  the  Clouds. 

<  Let  the  Heavens  and  Earth  praife  him,  the  Seas,  and  every 

<  Thing  that  moves  therein  :  Let  the  Sea  roar,  and  the  Ful- 
«  nefs  thereof :  Let  the  Floods  clap  their  Hands  :  Let  the 
«  Hills  be  joyful  together  before  the  Lord  ;  for  he  cometh 
«  to  judge  the  Earth  ;  with  Righteoufnefs  lhall  he  judge  the 

<  World,  and  the  People  with  Equity.  FINIS,
